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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This office action is responsive to the applicant's remarks received on September 17, 
2010. Before this amendment, claims 1-39 were pending. Claims 1-39 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-39 filed on September 17, 2010 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Claim Rejections 

3. See Applicant's Appeal Brief, pages 10-35, filed September 17, 2010, with respect to 
claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103, have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claims 1- 
39 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103. In light of the amendments presented, Examiner 
withdraws the 103 rejection. In summary, Independent claims 1, 19 & 29 and claims 2-18, 20- 
28 & 30-39 dependent therefrom are now considered to be allowable subject matter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

5. The following is Examiners statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent Claim 1, 19 & 29 uniquely identify the distinct features of a printing control 
system comprising determining a similarity of the images in the print job by comparing the 
calculated histograms: classifying the images into at least a first and a second class based on the 
similarity of the histograms; classify the images into at least a first and a second class based on 
the similarity of the histograms and sending each of the images of the first class to a respective 
one of the printing units. 

The closest prior art made of record with regards to the Examiner's 103 rejections 
includes: Oyumi (US 7,301,677 B2) in combination with Yada (US 6,320,981 Bl) and further in 
view of Karidi et al. (US 6,185,335 Bl). Any comments considered necessary by applicant must 
be submitted no later than the payment of the issue and fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled
